LONDON, March 31.—The

ever suffered by an American air 
fleet was 68 bombers and 11 fight- 
ers shot down during an attack on 
the Berlin area March 6. 

The Canadian bomber group loss 
was five less than the record of 18 
lost by the R.C.A.F, in the heavy 
attack on Leipzig on the night of 
Feb. 19-20. 


DROP HEAVY LOAD 


Though the bomber command 
was believed to have lost more than 
10 per cent of its raiding fleet, it 
dropped upwards of 2,240 tons of 
explosives and fire bombs on Nur- 
emberg, the medieval city which 
Adolf Hitler coverted into a Nazi 
party showplace and _ industrial 
centre. 

The bomber command appar- 
ently had gambled on the waning 
striking power of the Luftwaffe 
to make its first moonlight attack 
in several months, only to run 
into the greatest concentration of 
night fighters of the war under 
conditions ideal for interception. 


Unprotected by shields of escort- 
ing fighters such as guard Ameri- 
can daylight formations and only 
lightly armed, the big R.A.F. and 
R.C.A.F. bombers fell easy prey to

Sakhalin Isle 


Japan Returns 
Ris Concessions 
Before Expiry 


LONDON, March 31—(AP)— 
Japan has agreed to hand back to 
Russia the oil and coal concess- 
ions in northern Sakhalin island 
26 years before they were sched- 
uled to expire, the Moscow radio 
said today in a broadcast recorded 
by the Soviet monitor, 

Russia granted Japan the concess- 
ions in the island north of Japan 
and off the Siberian coast in 1925. 
They were scheduled to expire in 
1970. 

Under’ terms 


of the protocol, 
signed March 30 by the Soviet 
deputy commissar for foreign af- 
fairs, S. A. Lozovsky, and Japanese 
ambassador Sato, all Japanese nat- 
ionals will be removed from Sak- 
halin. The date of the removal, if 
settled upon, was not announced, 
however. 


JAPAN OWNS SOUTH 


Announcement of the liquidation 
of the Japanese concessions in Sak- 
halin was made simultaneously with 
extension of the Japanese-Russian 
fishing agreement for five years.

No Increase .in 
Beer Allowance 


Month of April 


There will be no increases in 
the beer, wine or liquor allow- 
ances for Alberta liquor permit 
holders for the month of April, 
J. A. King, chairman, the Alberta 
Liquor Control Board, announced 
Friday, 

“The beer allowance will remain 
at one dozen pints for the month,” 
Mr. King stated. “However, there 
will be no need for queues at the 
vendors’ stores. There will be beer 
for every permittee who wants to 
purchase in April.” 

The beer and liquor allowances 
for April are as follows: Beer, 12 
pints; wine, 26 ounces, and hard 
liquor, 13 ounces. 

After the Ottawa announcement 
regarding lifting of restrictions on 
sales of beer by breweries to the 
provinces, it was announced here 
that there could be no immediate 
increase in the beer allowance to 
Alberta permittees. 

Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer, whose department ad- 
ministers the sale of liquor through 
the Liquor control Board, said in 
the Legislature that immediate in- 
ceases could not be forthcoming. 
He suggested it would take some 
time for brewers to increase their 
output to a point where it would 
affect the present monthly allow- 
ance, and pointed out other war- 
time restrictions, particularly af- 
fecting malt, would prohibit an in- 
crease at this time, 

In the meantime, a_ legislative 
committee, under the chairmanship 
of Hon, C. E. Gerhart, minisier of 
municipal affairs, 
enquire into the whole problem of 
beer and liquor distribution in the 
province. 

The Gerhart committee, set up 
}during the recent Legislative ses- 
|sion, will report with recommenda- 
tions to the lieutenant-governor-in- 
council. Its first meeting is to be

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Housing Plans 


It is particularly good news for Edmon- 
ton that restrictions on building materials 
are to be relaxed, if the relaxing is to come 
soon and affect lumber and other materials 
which are required in large quantities in 
building houses. While housing conditions 
here are not so hopelessly congested as 
they were a few months ago, the situation 
is still what would be considered one of 
acute congestion in any community whose 
people were not so used to being over- 
crowded, The labor supply being easier, 
only a reasonably good supply of materials 
is needed to assure the carrying through of 
an extensive house-building program dur- 
ing the summer. 

And for the country at large it is good 
news that a new housing scheme is to be 
brought down at the present session of par- 
liament. The particulars will be awaited, 
and studied, with very keen and general 
interest. Canadians as a people are under- 
housed. There are not enough houses, and 
a good many of those which exist need re- 
novating to the point of partial re-building. 
The estimate that from 50,000 to 100,000 
new houses per year should be put up 
across the Dominion for several years does 
not seem extravagant. 

It is to,be supposed, and hoped, that the 
new measure will cover in one way or an- 
other the problem of financing new con- 
struction and remodelling’ at low interest 
cost. On that must hang the success of any 
housing scheme.

No More; No Less 


Edmonton property-owners who hoped 
for a decrease in their tax-bills this year 
are disappointed, assuming there were 
some who confidently expected a down- 
ward change. The rate remains what it was 
last year, 49!5 mills, The assessment is 
higher this year by $1,845,830, and this will 
bring in $84,275 additional tax-money, But 
enlarged requirements of the school boards 
and increased salary allowances will ab- 
sorb more than half of this. The engineer’s 
department requires $51,800 more than 
last year; and the total estimated expendi- 
ture just balances the expected revenue. 

Edmonton is in the expansive stage. In 
this situation, increased cost of improv- 
ing and maintaining streets, and growing 
expenditures in many other directions, 
march with the larger inflow of money 
from taxes and utility earnings. To look for 
any very considerable reduction in the mill- 
rate in these circumstances would be use: 
less. Rather the taxpayer may consider 
himself fortunate that no more is to be de- 
manded of him than a year ago. 

There is always a possibility that rev- 
enue from variable sources may outrun the 
advance calculations and leave a surplus in 
the treasury. If such good fortune should 
befall, there are plenty of ways in which 
the “found” money can be spent, to the 
permanent improvement of the city and the 
stimulating of civic pride, For while taxes 
are heavy enough to forbid any avoidable 
increase in the rate, there are a good many 
things in Edmonton whith need “fixing”,

“Peace University” 


There has been much high-minded and, 
{n some cases, hysterical approbation offer- 
ed to the New Westminster plan to estab- 
lish an international university astride the 
Canadian - American boundary line at 
Blaine, Washington, 

Proponents of the idea declare that this 
institution would be a tremendous power 
for peace. 

It may be so, But the reasoning is a 
trifle hard ta follow. No one, it seems, has 
as yet taken the trouble to explain just 
where the magic lies in a university so 
situated, although there is some obvious 
virtue in the thought that the student body 
would be recruited from young people of 
all lands on a scholarship basis, 

One would think, however, that this 
plan to encourage the intermingling of 
multi-racial scholars could be accomplished 
without the spectacular, and, one fears, 
somewhat silly stunt of balancing the in- 
stitution on a boundary line where dif- 
ficulties over customs, immigration and 
income tax regulations would probably 
exhaust all academic zeal. 

Even though some of the most treacher- 
ous of our Japanese enemies are graduates 
of American, Canadian or British unjver- 
sities, it would doubtless draw the world’s 
nations together, to some extent, if their 
young people were brought together, on 
some well-considered exchange basis, in the 
various existing universities. 

But why be fantastic about it? Why 
stage all this, necessarily, in a dream build- 
ing bestriding the international line?

The Coal “Problem” 


A Royal commission is to be appointed 
to study all phases of the production and 
distribution of coal in Canada and to make 
such recommendations as the study may 
Suggest toward the framing of a perman- 
ent fuel policy. Meanwhile tentative mea- 
sures to better meet wartime needs are to 
be announced shortly, 

An investigation of this large, vital, 
and inherently difficult problem is an ap- 
propriate step toward the making of plans 
to fit post-war conditions, If the commiss- 
ioners can strike out a line of action that 
will be acceptable in both the coal produc- 
ing and coal importing areas they will doa 
good stroke of work, But recognizing the 


divergence of interests and views involvéd, 

it will be neither fair nor profitable to ex- 
pect them to produce plans which will be 
one hundred per cent acceptable in both 
classes of areas. 

Nature gave Canada immense coal re- 
sources, but it did not distribute them im- 
sartially, nor even generally. There are 
large deposits on the Atlantic seaboard, 
and enormous deposits in the foothill and 
mountain region toward the western end 
of the Dominion, But between lies a coal- 
less tract comprising nearly three-fourths 
of the country and containing two-thirds 
of the population, 

The problem is to deliver coal from the 
eastern and western producing areas into 
the central provinces at a price the con- 
sumers there will be able and willing to 
pay, and do this without imposing a heavy 
drain on the federal treasury for shipping 
bonuses. No government has yet succeed- 
ed in finding a solution, though every gov- 
ernment in the last twenty-five years has 
tried. The commission may therefore fairly 
ask that it be not required to pull the rabbit 
out of the hat in a matter of a few weeks 
or months.

Move Away From Cost 
Plus Contract in Muni- 
tions Production 

By B, T. RICHARDSON 
OTTAWA.—The extent to which 


Canada has moved away from the! 


cost-plus contract in munitions 


production was shown by Lionel 
Chevrier, the parliamentary assist- 
ant to the minister of munitions 
and supply, in dealing with the 
policy on contracts and re-negotia- 
tion followed in his department. 
Mr. Chevrier reported that out of 
15,267 munitivns contracts in exist- 
ence on Jan. J, 1944, only 8.94 per 
cent of these were on a cost-plus 
basis. - 
There are still, however, substan- 
tial fields of war production in 
which the cost-plus system is fol- 
lowed. Back in 1940, when war pro- 
duction was being organized at a 
break-neck pace, so many items of 
war supply were undertaken for 
which no previous experience ex- 
isted in Canada, that no fixed price 
could be determined. The contracts 
were let on the basis that the con- 
tractor would be paid his costs, plus 
a profit. The average rate of profit, 
Mr. Chevrier said, was five per 
cent. He compared this with the 
system in Australia, where con- 
tractors were allowed profit of 2% 
per cent on materials and 7'2 per 
cent on labor and overhead, mak- 


International Air Transport 


Canada’s 
Creation of Definite 
Authority 

By GRANT DEXTER 


The Canadian draft of an interna- 
tional air transport convention pro- 
poses an international authority en- 
dowed with a constitution and def- 
inite powers. The Authority would 
be the normal kind of international 
organization—an assembly compris- 
ing representatives of all the mem- 
ber states, with a board of direc- 
tors.. 

Voting in the assembly is gov- 
erned by a formula, Each member 
has from one to six votes, to be 
determined on the “functional 
basis.” The reference here is to a 
speech delivered by Mr. King in 
the house of commons on July 9, 
1943, This formula would take into 
account the relative power and in- 
terest in international aviation of 
each member. The voting strength 
is to be recalculated in three years’ 
time, 


The board will consist of twelve 
members in addition to the presi- 
dent. None will be members of 
the assembly and they shall hold 
office for six years. Thereafter 
two will retire each year by rota- 
tion, but shall be eligible for re- 
election by the assembly. The 
board shall include at least one 
national of each of the eight most 
important states in international 
aviation. 

* * * 

The Authority's job will be to 
plan international air services in 
such a way as to make the greatest 
possible contribution to world se- 
curity and, equally, to meet the 
needs of all nations for efficient 
and economical air transportation. 
The Ajithority must, also, divide 
international air routes equitably 
between the member states. 

In the negative sense, the Auth- 
ority will have nothing to say about 
the kind of companies which carry 


Draft Proposes Jon these services. The approach to 


the Authority is through the gov- 
ernment of the nation concerned. 
Each nation will decide for itself 
whether its international companies 
shall be publicly or privately owned.

In addition to allocating air 
routes and licensing operating 
companies, the Authority is to 
have power to: 

Prevent uneconomic duplication 
of services, presumably by with- 
holding licenses, 

Control rates and schedules of 
flight. 

Recommend pooling or joint op- 
eration as between two or more 
states, 

To bring about uniformity of air 
regulations with respect to safety, 
rules of flight, competency of 
crew, ground signals, meteorologi- 
cal procedure, navigational aids, 
communications, air-worthiness, 
national registration and identifi- 
cation of aircraft, carriage of dan- 
gerous goods and salvage. 


These are heavy and detailed 


; responsibilities and, to simplify ad- 


ministration, regional councils are 
recommended, These _ councils 
would be set up by the Authority 
and there would be an appeal to 
the Board of Directors from their 
decisions, 

* * 


Now come two extremely inter- 
esting provisions. The draft ex- 
pressly removes from the control 
of the world authority the services 
between contiguous states. These 
services are to be dealt with by 
agreement between the two gov- 
ernments concerned, This would 
exempt air services between the 
United States and Canada from the 
jurisdiction of the Authority unless 
the two countries, by mutual con- 
sent, decided to give jurisdiction 
to the Authority. The reasons for 
this provision are only hinted at in 
Mr. Howe's statement, He _ indi- 
cated that in the case of the United 
States and Canada such services 


are really but an 
domestic services and in the true 
sense are not international. 

The other provision concerns the 
basic rights which Canada thinks 
each member nation should con- 
cede to airplanes flying under 


license from the Authority. This is 
Canada’s definition of “freedom of 
the air.” The draft goes farther 
than President Roosevelt or Lord 
Beaverbrook went in their state- 
ments of policy. The latter would 
permit airplanes to land in foreign 
countries only for non-traffie pur- 
poses. The Canadian draft goes 
farther and concedes the right to 
discharge passengers, mails and 
freight embarked in the territory 
of the owner state and to take on 
passengers, mails and freight des- 
tined for the owner state.

Norwegian Women Lift Morale 


Wood Has Become Vital 
Factor in Lives of 
People 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


Since not all of us can have the 
privilege of talking for a few mo- 
ments with Miss Else Roed, who 
before-the-war was editor of an im- 
portant woman's magazine in Nor- 
way, I will report to you what was 
told to me by someone who did 
have that privilege. 

Miss Roed is one of the fortun- 
ate members of Norway's under- 
ground who after two years of work 
for the organization managed to 
escape, just one step ahead of the 
Gestapo.

Evolution of Jury Trial 


Old-Time Jurors Had Very 
Unhappy Time of It in 


Box 
By BRUCE HUTCHISON 

The issue of The Cariboo Sen- 
tinel for June 24, 1865, published 
on the gold creeks of Cariboo, B.C., 
has a curiously current interest in 
these days when our Canadian 
judiciary is under nation-wide dis- 
cussion. The Sentinel reports at 
length the case of a long-forgotten 
miner named Felker, who was 
charged with grievously wounding 
Frederick Bible, and the record 
of the judge’s comments on the 
case shows how far justice has pro- 
gressed in Canada and also in Bri- 
tain since the nineteenth century, 

The judge was Mr. Justice Beg- 
bie, the first chief justice of British 
Columbia, a legendary figure 
known as the “hanging judge,” a 
very tyrant of the Jaw. When the 
jury found Felker not guilty (for 
lack of evidence and the blunder- 
ing of the prosecution) the judge 
denounced the jury, said the 
prisoner was obviously guilty and 
that if another jury presented such 
a finding to him he would “refuse 
to receive it and lock the jury up 


until they come to a conclusion 
which I may assume to be cor- 
rect.” Actually, on one occasion, 


it is recorded that Begbie rejected 
a jury’s findings and enforced his 
own, 
Our poereenete had other ways 

dealing with refractory juries, 
ways which might well pale the 
cheeks of the modern juror, For 
instance, even at the time of the 
Felker trial, 1865, it was still the 
law of England and hence, pre- 
sumably the law of Canada, that 
a jury, during the period of its 
deliberation, should be kept locked 
up without “meat, drink or fire 
except candlelight.” 

* * * 


It was not until 1866, in the case 


| of Winsor vs. the Queen, that the 
| judge 


assumed the right to dis- 
charge a jury which failed to agree 
unanimously, Before that time, as 
the English legal records show, 
judges did not care how they ob- 
tained a unanimous verdict; 


“whether the minority gave way 
to the majority or the reverse 
to them appeared to have been a 
matter of indifference, It was a 
struggle between the strong and 
the weak, the able-bodied and 
the Infirm, which could best sus- 
tain hunger, thirst and the 


fatigue incidental to their con- 
finement.” 


According to the legal authority, 
P. C. Hale, if the jury was not 
agreed before the departure of the 
judge to another county “the 
sheriff must send them along in 
carts and the judge may take and 
receive their verdict in another 
county.” Thus in one case: 


“a juror would not agree with 
his fellows for two days and, 
being demanded of the judges if 
he would agree, said he would 
die first in prison; whereupon 
he was committed and the ver- 
dict of the elevén taken; but, 
upon better advice, the verdict 
of the eleven was quasht and the 
jurors discharged without fine, 
and the justices said the way 
was to carry them in carts until 
they agreed, and not by fining 
them.” 

Since the jury was carried along 
with the judge lacking food, drink 
or fire, and since the judge might 
peregrinate from Devon to Dur- 
ham, the incidence of mortality 
among obdurate jurymen must 
have been very high. But it was a 
quaint custom. The picture of a 
Canadian judge wending his way 
across a whole province, followed 
by cartloads of thirsty and starv- 


ing jurymen, appeals to the 
imagination of the layman, 
* * * 


The mind of Judge Begbie may 
have gone back to an earlier day 
when the jury was not only liable 
to an ambulatory starvation but 
could be punished for coming to a 
wrong verdict. ‘The Chief Justice 
of England could issue a writ of 
attaint, whereby the verdict of the 
twelve original jurors was re- 


were imprisoned for a year, for- 
feited their goods, became _in- 
famous, and their children and 
wives turned out and their lands 


laid waste. A juryman, facing such 


dangers, must have taken his 
duties pretty seriously in those 
days. Punishment for jurors was 


not abolished by law until 1825.

£20 each for returning a verdict 
of manslaughter after the judge

Coupons Useless 

The people of Norway have ra- 
tion coupons but they are useless 
without a requisition. If a person 
feels that he must have a pair of 
shoes, for instance, he must first 
write and ask for a requisition to 
buy a pair with his ration coupons, 
He hesitates to do this because a 
requisition invites inspection from 
the police who go into his home 
and go thoroughly through it to see 
if he really needs a pair of shoes. 

If the requisitiion should be 
granted,’ the chances are 100 to 1 
against being able to find a pair in 
the shops as the rate of manufac- 
ture of shoes has been two pairs 
for every 2,000 people every three 
months. It is the same with any 
clothing. 


Religious Unity 

We do not realize how much we 
have to be grateful for. Miss Roed 
points out that until freedom of 
religion, just trial, and free school- 
ing are taken from us, we do not 
fully appreciate their value. 

Many churches have been closed, 
their clergymen imprisoned, but 
Norway has never had a greater 
spiritual unity. People of all faiths 
pray together, It is an experience 
that has given Norway a religious 
tolerance and unity that has never 


been known before.

It will serve a three-fold purpose, 
Mr. Manning said, as follows: 

1. It will act in an advisory 
capacity to returned men and to 
the dependents of soldiers now 
absent in the armed services. 

2. It will act in an advisory 
Capacity to the government in all 
matters pertaining to the welfare 
of returned men and the depend- 
ents of those still absent in the 
forces, 

3—It will serve as a channel 
through which efforts can be ex- 
erted to bring about changes in 
legislation and regulations relat- 
ing to the welfare of returned 
men and their dependents.

Chance For Canada

LONDON, March 31—(CP).-Re- 
lief and reconstruction of Europe 
will offer many opportunities for 
Canadian manufacturing concerns, 
industrial firms and business or- 
ganizations after the war. 

A number of large orders have 
already been placed by U.N.R.R.A. 
in Canada for farm implements for

The accused admitted that he had

He denied 
that the examination took place on 
Nov. 21, 1942, stating that it had 
taken place “a long time before the 
murder.”

emergency accidents and _ illness 
with no loving partner to share the | 
load. | 


It is an unkind blow of Fate, 
it is also the supreme test of 
character. For the young mother 
who clings to her husband, as she | 
undoubtedly clung to her par- 
ents, can make a personal trag- 
edy of what is now almost uni- 
versal situation. In view of that 
fact it is well to formulate a uni- 
versal philosophy of acceptance 
of it. 

The first tenet of that philosophy 
would be to acknowledge the real- 
ity of the life being lived and that 
each day of her present existence is 
as real and precious and livable as 
when the husband and father was 
in the home, One cannot, dare not, 
strike out whole periods of one’s 
life and count them as lost because 
they aren't being lived according 
to one’s own standards or desires. 

To give oneself up to poignant 
loneliness and exclude one’s chil- 
dren as if their companionship was 
valueless, is unjust and unkind to 
the children, They are entitled to 
two parents, If they lose one, the 
one that is left must perform a 
double duty, not back away from 
them entirely, leaving them com- 
pletely bereft. 

A mother can live as her 
husband, whose memory is kept 
bright and not enshrouded in 
gloom, were to walk in the next 
moment. Or, she can live as if 
all happiness went out of the 
home on the day of his departure. 
A mother need not be told that 

her proper attittide will have a 
most beneficial influence on her 
children and on fer husband. 

The whole thing sums up to 
just one figure. Is she or is she 
not an adult? If she is she'll stif- 
fen her back and accept her lot 
with courage. If she isn’t she'll 
make her friends and relatives | 
miserable, force her parents to | 
assume the responsibility for her 
burdens and make her children 
pay by increased devotion and 
good behavior for the sorrows 
she is suffering. 

It’s too bad that young mothers 
cannct see they have it within their 
own power to increase the stature 
of their character or to act like 
spoiled, resentful children until the 
way of life they desire is restored | 
to them. ;

Transportation 
Said Factor in 
Future Progress 


WINNIPEG, March 31.—An “in- 
tegrated transportation system” 
in which rail, water, highway and 
air transportation, each in_ its 
own proper sphere, can efficient- 
ly and economically best serve 
the needs of the country was 
advocated here, yesterday, by W. 
M. Neal, vice-president ‘of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, Mont- 
real, who is on a tour of the 
west. 

His faith in the west, where he 
lived during 25 of his years with 
the Canadian Pacific, he said, led 
him to believe that Canada can sup 
port a “considerdbly larger popula 
tion,” but that a healthy expansion 
of the country depends to a vital 
degree on transportation costs. 


GREAT DISTANCES 

Western Canada, Mr. Neal said, 
is a country of great distances and 
producers must have their goods 
hauled across half a continent to 
and from the eastern or western 
seaboards. 

“Railways undoubtedly will 
continue to haul the crops, the 
coal, the ores, the forest products 
and main products but the air- 
plane will continue to an even 
greater extent development of 
the northlands which it achieved 
in the interval between the wars,” 
he said. 


“Wartime expansion of the north} 


which he has recently and repeat- 
edly toured by air, rail and high- 
way, indicates to a degree hitherto 
merely surmised the actual potenti- 
alities of the Northwest Territories 
in minerals, timber, fish products 
and furs. 


TRANSPORT IMPORTANT 


“To my mind it will be the man- 
ner in which we develop our trans- 
portation that will determine our 
economic future, I confidently ex- 
pect that Canada will be able to 
enjoy a higher standard of living 
but only if we can provide economic 
and efficient transportation which 
will place Canadian products and 
manufacturers on a fair footing with 
the nations whith compete with 
Canadian production,” he said 

As for the present, Mr. Neal 
said, the railways are meeting 
their problems and handling the 
heaviest traffic in the country’s 
history. The Canadian Pacific in 
the first three months of 1944 is 
running about 23 per cert. over 
the corresponding period of 1943, 
a year which was a record for 
traffic on the privately-owned 
road,
